Rhodesia, in his honor, and there 
he transported settlers and troops. 
to rule it almost as a personal 
domain. 
He died in 1902 at the age of 49, 
leaving most of his vast fortune 
to the Oxford scholarship fund 
that bears his name. 
The only memorial to him in 
stamps is “Groote Shuur,” his es­ 
tate hear Wynberg, South Africa.
